ROME - Italian leaders voiced con- 
cern about the Middle East situation 
on Tuesday to Prime Minister Sha- 
mir, while in Rome streets students 
shouted pro-Palestinian slogans. 

Shamir, in Italy on his first trip 
abroad since the eruption of vio- 
lence in the territories, met open 
disagreement from politicians rang- 
ing from the Communist president 
of the lower house of parliament to 
Christian Democratic Prime Minis- 
ter Giovanni Goria.

2 weeks to clean up filth 
17-day strike 
ends in gov’t 
hospitals

Maintenance workers and 
clerks at the country’s 32 gov- 
ernment hospitals ended their 
devastating 17-day strike last 
night, but it could take up to two 
weeks to clean up all the filth. 
replenish supplies, and get the 
wards back to normal. 

Some 7.000 strikers went back to 
work last night, joining their 2.290 
colleagues who had retumed to their 
jobs after receiving orders to do so 
last Thursday. The &0-member 
council representing the strikers de- 
cided — despite the objections of a 
vocal minority - to return to the 
wards after day-long discussions of 
position papers prepared by the His- 
tadrut and the Treasury. 

The Treasury last night welcomed 
the workers’ decision, while ex- 
pressing "sorrow over the long 
strike, which caused suffering to pa- 
tients and financial loss to the strik- 
ers.” 

The Treasury spokesman claimed 
that the union received the “same 
things we offered them two weeks 
ago, and no more.” He quoted the 
statement, made by Finance Minis- 
ter Moshe Nissim’s three weeks aga, 
that “what we can and must give 
them, they'll get without a strike. 
but what we can't give them, they 
won't get even with a strike.” 

Ya'acov Danon, the Treasury's 
chief wage official, told The Jerusa- 
tem Post \ast night that the workers 
had not achieved their goal of salary 
equalization with their counterparts 
in Kupat Holim Clalit hospitals. 
Their vacation and uniform allow- 
ances were increased, but these 
“represent a hike of just NIS 200 a 
year gross per worker, and for us 
that’s pocket money.” 

By the end of the year, 85 per cent 
of the workers will receive an in- 
crease of two salary grades. and the

Test one grade. But. said Danon, 
“this includes the automatic hike of 
one grade that all public workers 
received this vear.~ 

Danon declared that “the union 
will think long and hard before call- 
ing another strike, and so will the 
other hospital unions.” 

But the strikers’ spokesman. 
Mordechai Shiffman, maintained 
fast night that the workers had won 
and were happy with the agreement. 

“They have in their possession ἃ 
document stating that the Histadrut 
supports the principle of pay equal- 
ization between the state and Kupat 
Holim hospitals, and promising that 
it will back them up if they don’t get 
it.” he said. 

Shiffman sid that the workers 
also got car allawances, in addition 
to the uniform and vacation allow- 
ances, and that all the maintenance 
workers and clerks would receive a 
monthly NIS 4f} advance from Feb- 
Tuary through May. 

“We won. We wanted more, but 
we won.” he said. 

The Health Ministry agreed with 
that interpretation of the outcome. 
“They got what was offered to them 
a week ago, not two weeks ago. The 
agreement was delayed bv polizical 
pressures.” a ministry source stated. 
He added that Histadrut backing of 
the principle of equalization was 
“important,” even though the His- 
tadrut cannot unilaterally grant bet- 
ter pay. 

Asked whether the back-to-work 
orders had hastened or delayed the 
end of the dispute. he said that with- 
out them the strike could have end- 
ed faster. Health Minister Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almostine adamantly op- 
posed issuing the orders. 

“The Treasury learned that back- 
to-work orders can't keep the hospi- 
tals functioning.” he maintained.

Barak warns of 
renewal of oe

The West Bank and Gaza Strip 
have been relatively calm Ouring the 
past few days, but the ,situation 
there is unstable and-may erupt 
again at any time, Deputy Chief of 
General Staff Ehud Barak said in 
Jerusalem yesterday.

Four S. Africaris

JOHANNESBURG (Renter) - 
South Africa announced yesterday 
that four of its soldiers were killed in 
southeast Angola in a clash with An- 
golan government troops last week- 
end. 

Amny chief general Jannie Gel- 
denhuys, in the first admission for 
weeks that his troops were still fight- 
ing in Angola, said the four white 
men died as South Africa was with- 
drawing its contingent from Angola. 

The South- Africans moved into 
Southern Angola last year to help 
the pro-Western Unita rebel move- 
ment beat off an offensive by the 
forces of the Marxist Luanda gov- 
ernment backed by Soviet and Cu-. 
ban troops. 

Geldenhuys said the four soldiers 
died when. Angolan troops using 
anti-aircraft guns to attack ground 
forces scored a direct hit on the ve- 
hicle in which they were travelling. 

The latest fatalities brought to 
about 30 the number of South Afri- 
can and allied Namibian soldiers 
who have died in action inside An- 
gola since last September. 

Angolan President Jose Eduardo 
dos Santos was quoted as saying on 
Monday that South Africa had rein- 
forced its troop strength in his coun- 
try since last weekend to more than 
6,000 men. 


Bombs kill 12 in Hindu temple blast 


COLOMBO (AFP) - At least 12 
Hindu worshippers were killed and 
scores wounded when two powerful 
bombs went off inside a Hindu tem- 
ple in the Bambalapitiya district of 
Colombo late yesterday, police said. 

The temple blasts came just hours 
after suspected Sinhalese extremists

Man killed in Downing Street car blast, bomb ruled out 


LONDON (Reuter) -- A car explod- 
ed in flames and killed its driver 
early yesterday at the entrance to 
Downing Street where Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher lives. Police 
said the blaze was not started by a 
bomb. “There was no, trace of an 
explosive device.” a police spokes- 
woman said. 

A spokesman for the prime minis- 
ter said Thatcher was at her resi- 
dence at number 10 Downing 
Street, at the time of the blast but 
was not harmed. 

The explosion was seen by a po- 
lice officer on duty at metal security 


barriers at the entrance to Downing 
Street — a short road of government 
offices and official residences which 
runs off Whitehall. 

A police spokeswoman said: “It 
appears a car pulled up in Whitehall 


at the entrance to Downing Street ἡ 


and burst into flames. The fire was 
put out by the London Fire Brigade 
and the body of a man was found 
inside the car.” 

The prime minister's terraced res- 
idence is about 100 metres from 
Whitehall. Downing Street is heavi- 
ly guarded and only official traffic is 
allowed through the barriers.

This has raised the level of Jewish 
education and has made these 
schools more attractive. “Jewish 
parents want first and foremost to 


send their children to a good 
school.” Harmatz said. “If i it’ Ξ also a 
Jewish school, that’s great.” 

He is convinced that children who 
go to a Jewish school are less likely 
to become assimilated. He hopes 
that some of those who benefit fom 
Ort eduational services abroad will 
become students at the Ort Interna-

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Who is behind the uprising? 


IS THE PLO behind the latest wave 
of protests and demonstrations by 
Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip? 

The answer to this question that 
many are asking today as the popu- 
lar uprising of Palestinians moves 
into its third month is yes and no. 

Yes, in that the PLO as the libera- 
tion movement that represents all 
Palestinians is not divorced from 
Palestinians living under 
occupation. 

However, it is not practical to ex- 
pect it to be responsible for every 
Stone thrown or every demonstar- 
tion that has taken place in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. To a large 
degree. the PLO is seen here as 
having 8 supportive role and as the 
organization that is expected to col- 
cir the political fruits of the 


“πο the fact that the PLO did 
hot initiate the most recent protests, 
its shadow is very much felt in every 
refugee camp. village and city under 
occupation. 

The indirect presence of the PLO 
can be clearly seen in the many 
grass-roots organizations that have 
Sprung up in the occupied territories 
during the past six or seven years. 
These organizations have taken the 
form of workers unions, student 
councils, voluntary vouth move- 
ments, medical organizations. chari- 
table societies and women's 
committees. 

These grass-roots organizations, 
coupled with the existing universi- 
ties. newspapers, professional 
unions, 2nd the education and in- 
dustrial sectors. form the backbone 
of the PLO’s political suport in the 
occupied territories. 

Youth organizations that have 
sprouted all over the territories are 
designed to match the various PLO 
factions based outside. The three 
major PLO factions (AI Fatah. the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine and the Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine) with 
headquarters and leadership 
abroad, as well as the Palestinian 
Communist Party {with leadership 
inside the occupied territories), can 
count on support in the various Pai-

estinian institutions in the occupied 
territories. 

I is, for example, an open secret 
that the student councils in all the 
West Bank universities are con- 
trolled by students of the pro-Fatah 
ΑἹ Shabibeh movement. The two 
major unions are controlled by pro- 
Fatah and pro-Communist Party 
unionists. The largest federation of 
women’s committees is the pro- 
Democratic Front Women's Work 
Committees, and so on. Even entire 
refugee camps are known io be the 
stronghold of this or that PLO 
faction. 


WHILE THIS organic relationship 
between the people of the occupied 
territories and the PLO is quite 
clear, with the building up of a local 
grass-roots political power base. the 
PLO leadership's control of events 
in the territories has decreased. 
Leaders in the occupied territories 
feel more and more that they can 
call the shots and that the PLO lead- 
ers outside have to listen. 

This give-and-take relationship 
has meant that the loca] leadership 
in the occupied has been given the 
flexibility of making day-to-day de- 
cisions while the PLO leadership 
was given the responsibilitics of 
moral and financial] support on the 
one hand, and the privilege of cash- 
ing in on the political results. 

As PLO-occupied territories rela- 
tions were deepening, relations be- 
tween the traditional and popular 
leadership of Palestinians in the oc- 
cupied territories was worsening. 
This gap widened considerably as 2 
result of the Israeli policy of crack- 
ing down on every form of moderate 
local leadership. 

Palestinians like Bir Zeit Univer- 
sity president Hanna Nasser, Hal- 
houl Mayor Mohammed Milhem 
and newspaper editor Akram Han- 
iye are among 2,500 Palestinians 
who have been deported by the Is- 
raelis since 1967. There were four 
more deportations in mid-January. 

Even the normal process of lexd- 


ership formation through emg 
has ceased to exist since 1976. Mi 
nicipal elections which are Sonaied 
to be held every four years have not 
been held for 12 years. Almost all 
the mayors elected in 1976 have ei- 
ther been deported. driven from of- 
fice or died. These mayors, who had 
the ability to communicate with the 
militant young leaders. have since 
been replaced by appointed mayors 
who are seen by young Palestinians 
as being part of the occupying 
system. 

The continuation of the Israeli oc- 
cupation and the lack of any serious 
interest in changing the status quo 
by the Arab regimes or the intema- 
tional community has finally led to 
the explosive uprising that is taking 
place now, Palestinian protests were 
directed against the Isracli oceupa- 
tion as well as against the Arab re- 
gimes and local traditional leaders. 

The PLO. however, as an organi- 
zation of fighters, is very highly es- 
teemed among Palestinians and es- 
pecially the youth. Its heroic 
struggle ii in standing up to the Israelis 
in 1982 while the Arab countries 
were apathetically watching elevat- 
ed the PLO in the eyes of these 
young Palestinians. 

This respect for the Palestinian 
national movement puts the PLO in 
a very important and pivotal posi- 
tion. While it can be argued that the 
PLO did not start the popular upris- 
ing, it is hard to dismiss the power of 
the PLO to stop the uprising if it so 
chooses. 

Naturally such a PLO decision 
will only be made in retum for a 
political price. This price cauld be 
Israeli acceptance of PLO participa- 
tion in the internationally agreed fo- 
rum of an international peace 
conference. 

As for PLO reliability in honour- 
ing an agreement, the record shows 
that the PLO lived up to the 1981 
cesase-fire agreement’ with Israel. 
worked out through the mediation 
of U.S. envoy Philip Habib, as well 
as the 1982 withdrawal from Beirut 
agreement.

Nasser’s son said ready to move to Yugoslavia

CAIRO. - Egypt's opposition press 
is awash with speculation about Pro- 
fessor Khaled Abdel Nasser. the son 
of the late Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
who has successfully applied for per- 
mission to live in Yugoslavia.

According to the Al-Ahrar news- 
paper, Khaled’s preferred destina- 
tion was Algiers, but the Algerian 
authorities tumed down his request.

actively considering the resumption 
of diplomatic relations with Egypt 
and cannot afford to upset diplomat- 
ic gains, particularly as the Algerian 
foreign minister is due to visit Cairo 
next week. 

Once in London, Khaled was of- 
fered a more permanent home in 
Libya and Saudi Arabia, but he 
chose Yugoslavia where the memo- 
ry of his late father is still revered. 

-Yugoslavia’s-Tito, Egypt’sNasser 
and India’s Nehru were reponsible 
for starting the Non-Aligned Move- 
ment to which most World 
countries belong. Since Khaled set- 
ded in Yugoslavia at least another 


10 members of the Nasser family 
have followed him to Belgrade. His 
brother, Abdel Hakim, bas applied 
to the Yugoslav government for per- 
mission to open a branch of his con- 
struction company in Belgrade. 
Egypt's Revolution has been ac- 
tive for the past three years. It is 
credited with the attempted assassi- 
nation of the U.S. embassy security 
chief and for shooting two Israelis at 
a Cairo book fair. A key figure in 
the-group has been a former colonel 
in the security services, 
Noor Sayed, who has been under 
interrogation by Egyptian police.

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Kyprianou defeat may unlock 


EVERYBODY who has been to 
Cyprus has heard the saying: “The 
Turkish Cypriots can't forget what 
happened between 1960 and 1974, 
and the Greek Cypriots can’t re- 
member." But even if the Greek 
Cypriots now see themseives simply 
ἃς innocent victims, many of them 
understand the compe logic of 
force. The presidential elections last 
Sunday were about whether they fi- 
nally bow to that logic. 


Spyros Kyprianou had been presi- 
dent of Cyprus since Archbishop 
Makarios died in 1975, one year af- 
ter Turkish forces landed and en- 
forced the partition of the island 
between its Greek and Turkish in- 
habitants. He was re-elected twice 
on the argument that he was the best 
maxi to bring about the eventual re- 
unification of Cyprus. But he has 
now been driven from office by the 
voter. 


In Greek-Cypriot politics, it is the 
centre that is extreme on the “Cy- 
prus question,” while the right and 


left are both moderate. Three years 
ago Kyprianou, who leads the cen- 
trist Democratic Party, rejected a 
realistic proposal for the reunifica- 
tion of Cyprus worked out by UN

Cuellar, and faced almost unani- 

mous international condemnation. 

’ At home in Greek Cyprus, the 
right-wing Rally Party and AKEL, 
the Communist party, united in a 
attempt to drive President Ky- 
prianou from office for his intransi- 
gence, In the parliamentary election 
of December 1985, they came within 
ἃ hair's breadth of winning the two- 
thirds majority that would have al- 
lowed them to amend the constitu- 
tion, hold a premature presidential 
election, unseat Kyprianou, and ac- 
cept the deal he had refused. 

A hair’s breadth was not enough -- 
but now, after the election, they 
have their chance. In theory at least 
they will opt for the UN-brokered 
peace settlement that Kyprianou re- 
jected in 1985 (and again, in a modi- 
fied version, in 1986).

Flawed justice in Ulster 


BY ORDINARY Northem Ireland 
standards, the six Roman Catholics 
killed by police near the end of 1982 
might not stand out among the 2,620 
other people who have died in a 
conflict that has raged for nearly 20 
years. 

But the six men were unarmed, 
and the murky circumstances of the 
police ambushes in which they died 
have left an ugly mystery that has 
arisen anew to test Britain's reputa- 
tion for justice and fair play. 

Critics allege that the shootings, 
in three separate incidents over a 
three-week period, were deliberate; 
that the policemen who did it es- 
caped punishment: and that a senior 
police officer sent in to investigate 
was hounded out of uniform be- 
cause he got too close to the truth. 

The controversy resurfaced on 
January 25 when the British govern- 
ment, while denying that police 
mounted a “‘shoot-to-kill policy” in 
Northern Ireland. admitted in a 
statement that there had been a con- 
spiracy to pervert the course of 
justice. 

This admission, coupled with a 
refusal on national security grounds 
to prosecute the killers, has pro- 
voked an outcry in Britain and [re- 
land, and plunged relations between 
the two governments to their lowest 
ebb in nearly six years. 

Now, the investigating officer, 
John Stalker, has published his 
book, Stalker, a sordid portrayal of 
Northern Ireland as Britain's uoruly 
backyard, where the normal rules of 
ie μας and justice sre routinely 


Critics say it reaffirms the view 
that British rule in Northem Ireland

In his book, Stalker says he was 
put on his guard from the outset 
when Hermon told him: “Remem- 
oral Mr. Stalker, you are in a jungle

Nonetheless, after two years of 
investigation he felt he had uncov- 
ered enough to suspect the killings 
were “the act of a Central American 
assassination squad -- truly of a po- 
lice force out of control.”

ICE HOCKEY — U.S. team whipped 


CALGARY (AFP) - It took Swiss 
golden boy Pirmin Zurbriggen less 
than two minutes to win the first leg 
of his amazing quest for all five Al- 
pine gold medals at the Winter 
Olympics here. After his stunning 
victory in the downhill skiing event, 
giving him first tide, Zurbriggen left 
ΠΟ One in any doubt that the ~im- 
possible™ is within his grasp. 

The son of a Swiss hotelier had 
been set a seemingly unattainable 
target by his veteran team-mate Pe- 
ter Mueller, who was first down the 
demanding Mount Allan course. 

- The 30 year-old Mueller, silver 
medallist four years ago in Sarejavo, 
clocked 2min 0.14sec, a time so 
good that second runner Christophe 
gl dpa σα ραν totaal 
er. But Tiggen. starting No. 14. 
threw himself down the mountain in 
a do-or-die bid. The 25-year-old ex- 
ploded from the start cabin into the 
terrifying, virtual sheer drop that 
introduces one of the toughest 
Olympic downhill courses in years. 

The Swiss star, his legs pumping 
like pistons to negotiate the tight 
tums and bone-jarring rutted sur- 
face, was already .06 second up as 
he came off the top crucial section 
and the writing was on the wall for 
Muller. “I can't believe it,” the elat- 
ed Zurbriggen shouted after cross- 
ing the line im 3:59.63, the only man 
to break the two minute barrier. He 
thew his arms into the air in celebra- 
tion, grabbed a quick kiss from his 
girlfriend Moni Jalen and dashed to 
a nearby telephone to cal] his moth- 
er in the remote Swiss village of 
Saasalmagell. He told her simply, 
“Hi, Mom, I'm the world’s best!” 

“Every racer dreams of winning a 
Olympic gold. It was also mine. This 
is the day of mv life. At the 
start I knew Peter Muller's fantastic 
time. I made a few mistakes in the

The Soviets, gold medal favourites, 
continued their winning ways by rolfing over 
Austria 8-1. The victory gives them four points 
from two games. Equa} first are West Germany 
who thrashed winless Norwny 7-3. 


Franck Piccard became the first 
Frenchman to win an Olympic 
downhill medal in 20 years when he 
clocked 2:01.24 to snatch the bronze 
from the grasp of Austria's 1980 
Olympic champion Leon 
Hardstock. 

Meanwhile East Germany's Jens 
Muller, competing in his first Olym- 
pics: took the men’s single luge 
crown by being fastest on three ‘of 
the four runs. The 22-year-old was 
mobbed by team officials as he final- 
ly took the top spot on the winner's 
rostrum after being runner-up in the 
European championship last month 
and in the 1987 world champion- 
ship. 

European champion Georg Hackl of West 
Germany took the silver and the bronze went to 


the Soviet Union's Yuri Kharchenko, World 
champion Marks Prock of Austria slumped to 

The Soviet Union continued to 
dominate the Nordic skiing. The ex- 
pertise of the team’s back-up staff 
took them to gold and silver in the 
men’s 30km classical style race. 
Alexei Prokurorov, a 23-year-old 
physical education teacher compet- 
ing in his first Winter Games, won in 
an Olympic record time to give the 
Soviets the title for the fifth succes- 
sive Games. Rivals to the Russians 
are ascribing the Soviet Union's suc- 
cess this winter to superb fitness. but 
silver medallist Vladimir Smirnov 
said: “Τὰ sure the key was that we 
had the best waxing of our skis. All 
the team benefitted from the know- 
how of our technicians."”

TAX BRACKETS

The report submitted vesterday 
by the Sheshinki committee on ὩΣ 
reform strongly reconwmends that 
every taxpayer file an annual in- 
come tax return. which for most 
people would be much like the U.S. 
ἸΟΊΘΕΖ form. It recommends intro- 
ducing, starting next Janaury, a 25 
per cent tax on capital gains ‘earned 
in the stock exchange. At the same 
time, it proposes levying taxes on 
interest earned in saving schemes 
and provident funds, taxing employ- 
ers’ contributions to advanced-train- 
ing funds (kranot hishtalmut) and 
taxing money withdrawn from em- 
ployees provident funds. 

The committee urged the Trea- 
sury to immediately scrap the tax on 
children allowances and to reintro- 
duce the allowances on the frst 
child for families of up to three chil- 
Gren, It feaves untouched the tax 
exemptions on National Insurance 
Institute and Defence Ministry al~ 
lowances to handicapped and elder- 
ly persons. 

The tax brackets proposed by the 
committee for implementation in 
January 1989 would bring an in- 
crease of up to 8.2 per cent in net 
wages. The biggest beneficiaries 
would be middle-income earners - 
those with gross monthly incomes 
between NIS 1,500 and NIS 5,000, 
whose net earnings would rise be- 
tween 7.5 and 8.3 per cent. The 
committee also proposes to raise the 
tax thresfiold by some NIS 73 

Exemptions for workers in at de- 
velopment towns and on night shifts 
were proposed by the panel, as was 
an end tax relief for new immi- 
grants, students and newly released 
soldiers, although some people in 
these groups would be compensated 
with direct government aid. 


Tax Brackets 
and Thresholds 


Two new tax brackets would be 
introduced under the Sheshinski 
panel's proposals -- one of 25 per 
cent and another of 40 per cent. This 
would bring the number of tax 
brackets from five to seven. 

The minimum and maximum tax 
rates would remain at 20 and 48 per 
cent, respectively, but the brackets 
would be stretched. sa that there 
would be a significant drop in the 
marginal rates paid on all incomes 
below NIS 4,500. The marginal rate 
for incomes between NIS 1,040 to 
NIS 1,400 would go down from 30 to 
25 per cent. For incomes between 
NIS 2,450 to NIS 2.700 the rate 
would go down from 45 to 35 per 
cent.

The committee also recommends 
reducing the additional credit points 
granted to married woman for each 
of their children.

The rise in the threshold and the 
Stretching of tax brackets would 
clearly benefit those in the middle 
sector of the income ladder, those 
with monthly incomes between NIS 
1,500 and NIS 5,000.

THERE IS, I submit. a practicable 
Temedy here and now -- as distinct 
from an ultimate cure -- to the Israel- 
Palestine malady. 

The various prescriptions current- 
ly ander discussion, further sub- 
mit, spell the eventual disappear- 
ance of Jewry fran the face of the

To start from the extreme Right, 
too contemptible for a second 
thought is the Kach battle-cry of 
mass expulsion of the Arab popula- 
tion from the territories west of the 
river Jordan.

IN 1950, Chang Kai-shek decided 
that Taiwan would develop a free, 
capitalist economy. belped in that 
process by economic support from 
the U.S. The American suppport 
continued for 25 years.

PERSEVERANCE NEEDED 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, ~ Your editorial of February 
5, "A burden exposed,” mirrors De~ 
fence Minister Rabin’s recent re~ 
marks that the settlers in Judea, Sa- 
maria and Gaza are a “security 
burden for Israel.” It is good for all 
of us that the first settlers in modern 
times, i.e. the founders in 1878 of 
Petah Tikva and the first aliya that 
followed in 1881. were made of 
stermer stuff. Undoubtedly, their sit- 
uation was more precarious that that 
of the current settlers in Judea, Sa- 
maria and Gaza. Ever since then, 
Jewish settlement was considered a 
provocation to the Arabs of our re- 
gion. Fortunately, our forebears 
mustered more perseverance than 
some of our present-day Israelis. 

It is a distortion of the situation to 
say that the settlers along the north- 
em confrontation fine are much 
more exposed than the settlers in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. In the 
north, between the settlements and 
the terrorists, there is a well-defined 
region from where there is a one- 
directional threat of infilttation and 
attack. These settlements are pro- 
tected by a security belt in South 
Lebanon, an effective electronic 
fence and continual army patrois 
along this fence inside Israel. 

The effectiveness of these three 
barriers is proved by the fact that 
nota single citizen has been killed or 


injured since the withdrawal from 
Lebanon. Compare this record with 
the daily increasing toll of killed and 
injured settlers in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza over the same period. In 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza, the ter- 
Torists are dispersed everywhere 
around the settlers and can stab and 
murder, stone and fire-bomb vebi- 
cles on the roads at will, endanger- 
ing life and limb, disrupting trans- 
portation and endangering children 
being taken to school. Again, such 
warfare is, thankfally, unknown in 
the north. 

Your admonition to the settlers 
seems to say: if it is too hat in the 
sun, go back where there is shade, 
i.e. inside the Green Line. With 
such an attitude, Petak Tikva would 
have been the first and last Jewish 
settlement.
